Ile must know how to 
fasten a hook over the top of a sky­ 
scraping chim ney. 
Ile m ust have tho

like a pendulum at the slender top. 
Ile must be able to tear down, build 
up. gild. paint, place electric w ires aud 
do many another task that would be a 
problem on th e solid earth. 
There are many w ays of getting up 
a steeple, and when all ot liers fail the 
man w ill tie a rope round It and then. 
with a coll on his tmck, walk round 
and round it until the entire steeple is 
covered with rope and he has probably 
been round It fully atm times. 
But a steeple Is hot the most difficult 
height to climb. 
Straight. fall phito 
neys are th*1 hardest of all. 
There a 
man lins to work w ith might aud main 
to lift himself Inch by Inch from tho 
ground to the top. 
Sometimes the top 
is 300 feet high. 
When it is roached. 
a hook is placed over the edge. ti put 
ley is mad*1 fast. the sw inging chair Is 
hauled up aud work begins. 
W hen the chair is near the top. it Is 
easier to work, because the ropes are 
short; but when they lengthen, a s ti c 
ground is approached, there is a ten I 
eney to swing, and the wind gives 
impetus. 
Tho man's safety depends upon the 
hook. aud until he has raised h im s e lf 
almost to the top it is impossible for 
him to sec whether or not the hook 
has been properly ndjrtsfod. More than 
once a steeple climber has seen when 
within ten feet of the top that c o h o 
Bion of the iron and the collection of 
soot have so thickened the wall that 
the hook is merely balancing on the 
top. so that the slightest pull in the 
wrong direction would drag it ort'.

IN TH E PO TTERIES

Steeple climbing Is in truth ‘Mark 
business.” says the Boston Transcript, 
for it In the custom o f experts to make 
the first ascent aud place the rigging 
at night. Then, when the townspeople 
wake, they ore amazed at fimlhlft the 
the steeple conquered. 
The luau who 
makes a buoccmn of steeple climbing 
must be determined, persistent mid 
ingenious. 
Ho must solve many a 
practical problem iii 
hoisting great 
bollies aloft. 
He must know how to 
fasten a hook over the top of a sky­ 
scraping chimney. 
He must have the 
nerve to paint u steeple tHat sw ays 
like a pendulum at tile slender top. 
Ile must lie able to tear down, build 
up. gild, paint, place electric w ires aud 
do many another task that would be n 
problem on tile solid earth. 
There ure many ways of getting up 
a steeple, and when nil others fAll the 
limn will tie a rope round it and then, 
witli a coll on his buck, walk round 
and round it until the entire steeple is 
covered with rope and he lint probably 
been round it fully 300 times. 
But ti steeple is not tile most ditficult 
height to climb. 
Straight, tall fhito 
neys are the hardest of all. 
There a 
mat) lias to work with might ami main 
to lift himself inch by Inch from tile 
ground to tile top. Sometimes the top 
is HOO feet high. 
Win ii it is readied. 
a hook is placed over the edge, a pill 
ley is clade fust, the swinging chair Is 
IlauIvhI up aud work begins. 
When the chair is near the top. it la 
easier to work. ta‘cause the ropes are 
short; tnit when they lengthen, as the 
ground is approached, there is a tend 
ency to swing, and the wind gives 
impetus. 
Tile m an’s safety depends upon the 
hook. ami until he lins raised himself 
almost to the top it is Impossible for 
him to see whether or not the hook 
has been properly adjusted. More than
